Rethra stood for several centuries 
ind was destroyed in 1068 and 1069 
under the reign of Henry IV. The 
3ishop of Halberstadt, under orders 
’rom the emperor, destroyed the sanc- 
uary. Burchhard was the name of this 
dshop, and it is still preserved in the 
folklore of Northern Germany. He is 
upposed to have become immensely 
rich through plundering the temple. 
»nd there is a nursery rhyme whichh 
makes an appeal to this ancient bishop 
to make gifts to children. 
Dr. Schuehhard says descriptions of 
he temple written by the Bishop of 
Merseburg, who lived about the year 
'000, tally with his discoveries and he 
-s confident he has located the lost 
ihrine for which archaeologists have 
ieen seeking for generations.
